The prospective juror said to 
have been approached by friends 
of Berry was one of 168 on the 
jury panel. The man, who lives 
in the Tri Cities area; was not 
one of the 12 finally chosen for 
the jury. 

Two or more persons friendly 
to Berry reportedly offered the 
prospective juror money if he 
would vote for acquittal and 
cause a mistrial, the Post-Dis- 
patch was told. 

The man later was excused 
from serving, it was learned, 
before either prosecution or de- 
fense counsel knew of the alleged 
tampering.

Attorney General Tells

WASHINGTON, Feb. § (AP)— 
Attorney General William P. 
Rogers contended today that the 
Civil Rights Commission’s plan 
for federal voting registrars is 
unworkable, He urged ‘instead 
the use of court-appointed ref- 
erees to protect Negro voting 
rights, 

He said registration certifi- 
cates issued under the proposed 
registrar plan would be “worth 
about as much as a ticket to the 
Dempsey-Firpo fight” of 1923, 

Rogers told the Senate Rules 
Committee that while supporters 
of the registrar plan are well- 
intentioned, ‘‘it won’t work’’ be- 
cause it has “no real enforce- 
ment machinery behind it,” 

The plan was recommended by 
the Civil Rights Commission in 
a report to Congress last Sep- 
tember. 

Rogers maintained that the 
Administration’s plan for voting 
referees, backed by federal in- 
junction orders against state 
election officials, would be far 
more effective, 

“The Administration proposal 
holds out the most substantial 
and realistic hope for solution 
of the problem,”’ he said. 

Senator Thomas C. Hennings 
Jr. (Dem.), Missouri, the com- 
mittee chairman, said that Sen- 
ator Kenneth B. Keating (Rep.), 
New York, had suggested “a 
sort of marriage’ between the 
referee and registrar plans.

A COMMITTEE HAS been established to advise Secretary of* 
State Christian A. Herter on American objectives in the field 


This was announced yesterday by Secretary of Health, Edu- 
tation. and Welfare Arthur S. Flemming, who is chaitman of 


an inter-departmental committee 


composed ‘of the heads of five Government agencies. 


Flemming said, the Public 
Health Service is proposing that 
American missions to the Soviet 
Union commence in October with 
a delegation in the field of ma- 
ternal and child care. Four 
more in other fields would fol- 
low in the next year. 

Flemming said yesterday his 
department still is studying vari- 
ous plans for providing medical 
care for the aged. He agreed 
with a statement made by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower at his press 
conference Wednesday that one 
plan which has been studied is 
a proposal to increase the Social 
Security payroll tax by one- 
fourth of 1 per cent. 

Flemming said, however, that 
“nothing resembling solid cost 
figures” has been developed. As 
a result, he went on, it is impos- 
sible to tell what increase in the 
payroll tax would be required. 


He emphasized that no decision 
has been reached on the plans 
under study. He expressed the 
personal conviction that medical 
needs of elderly people os 
could not be met through volun- 
tary insurance programs alone. 

A BILL SPONSORED by Rep- 
resentative Aime J. Forand 
(Dem.), Rhode Island, to finance 
health care for the aged through 
a one-fourth of the 1 per cent in- 
crease in the Social Security 
payroll tax is pending in Con- 
gress. Flemming said he is op- 
posed to the measure.

Since the President’s reasons for making 
the proposal are not known, it is not possible 
to evaluate the idea: It appears that Mr. 
Eisenhower's statement was made after con- 
sultation with his advisers, so that there are 
presumably cogent arguments in favor of the 
plan. It would be well for those inclined to 
oppose. the suggestion to hold their fire until 
all the facts arein. 

As it stands, the President’s statement took 
Congress and-members of his own Administra- 
tion unawares: Mr: Eisenhower was informed 
at his news conference Wednesday that there 
was concern in the Capitol over a report he 
might: think it necessary to give custody of 
atomic weapons to ceuntries in which we plan 
nuclear bases. He commented, in part, that 
he believed, “That where we are allied with 
other nations and we are trying to arm our- 
selves in such a way as to make certain of 
our defense, we should try to arm them in 
such methods and ways as will make that de- 
fense more strong and more secure.” 

Later in the press conference a second re- 
porter, wishing to make certain the corre- 
spondents had understood the President cor- 
rectly, put the question more specifically. The 
answer was even more firm. So there is no 
doubt the statement was considered. Further- 
more, the Joint Congressional Committee on 
Atomic Energy on Tuesday took note of 
rumors that the Administration was. discuss- 
ing the subject and held a high-level secret 
meeting. 

Such a change in policy would have serious 
domestic and international implications. The 
committee has been reluctant to give atomic 
weapons secrets to other countries for fear 
they would réach the Communists or make 
disarmament or disengagement more difficult 
by increasing the number of countries having 
custody of nuclear weapons. Mr. Eisenhower 
stressed he would not give ary country .in- 
formation not possessed by the Soviet Union. 

This is a matter.of-the greatest moment 
and a decision should not be made before 
there is a full ventilation of all aspects of the 
proposal. |

a share, in 1958. Sales climbéd 
to $11, 200,000,000 from $9,500,- 


Both sales and earnings were 
second highest on record for the 
firm, ranking behind its 1955 
performance when it became the 
first company to earn a billion 
dollars in a single year. 

G.M. failed to give any figures 
for the fourth quarter of 1959. 
But comparison of the prelim- 
inary annual figures with previ- 


earnings indicate fourth quarter 
1959 net fell to $148,316,160, or 51 
cents a share, on sales of $2,342,- 
892,992. A year earlier, on the 
same basis, indicated net totaled 
$234,852,485 or 83 cents a share, 
on sales of $2,755,800,596. 

Ford Motor Co. 
earlier reported a 288 per cent 
jump in net income on the year

final three months, Its earnings 
were second only to 1955, while 
sales were third behind 1955 
and 1957 figures.

The New Films! Business of Putting People to Sleep 


How Norman Dine Built Career With Gadgets Designed to Aid Insomniacs 


Nuclear Doomsday 


“ON THE BEACH,” Director-Producer Stanley Kramer’s 
picturization of Nevil Shute’s novel about the end of humanity 
because of fallout from a nuclear world war, is a grim, strong 
and well-made picture which certainly is effective in its warn- 
ing against the world’s danger of self-de- 
struction. That is its justification. 

But it offers no solution. Whether or not 
the film, at the ESQUIRE THEATER, is 
scientifically correct In assuming that every- 
One in the world could eventually be killed 
in such a holocaust, or whether only partial 
destruction would be possible, as some civil 
defense authorities contend, is a technical point. But what 
can you do that isn’t being striven for now? The film doesn’t 
try to say. It leaves one with a feeling of emptiness. | 

I found it terribly depressing. When you have the last 
9,000,000 people on earth, the Australians, doomed to die in 
six months from fallout; when the government is giving out 
suicide pills; when, on the more intimate side of the story, a 
young naval officer and his wife: feed their baby a poison 
pill; and a nuclear scientist, after indulging himself in a reck- 
less automobile race in which most of the participants are 
killed, takes a way out from carbon monoxide fumes of his 
racing car, what else can it be? + It has a hopeless outlook, 
without relief. . 

Yet, dramatically, it takes in so much tragedy as to leave 
you numbed to the individual character’s plight. I didn’t 
find the, deaths of 9,000,000 people as moving, as powerfully 
affecting, as the death of one person in a tragedy often does, 
as, say, in “Death of a Salesman.” 


ONE CAN ONLY GUESS at the reaction of an entire na- 
tion to mass death, but Shute’s estimate doesn’t seem realistic 
to me, There is-a serious lethargy. No one seems to. be 
working on a way to combat the lethal fallout. One would 
imagine there would be mass hysteria, an excess of drunk- 
eness, sexual promiscuity and crime, and a “great religious 
revival. One would listen for some profound philosophic 
thoughts in the failing world. Instead we have a certain 
lassitude, a mute and mundane acceptance, which could hardly 
be called stoicism or fatalism, since there is little philosophy 
behind it. There is shown some tears by the naval officer's 
wife, some street evangelical meetings sparsely attended, 
some recklessness as in the auto race, some last pursuit of 
normal fun as in the rush for the trout-fishing streams. But 
mostly it’s a carry-on-as-usual attitude. 

Actually, I found more moving a mute testimonial to the 
holocaust when Gregory Peck, as an American naval com- 
mander, takes a last exploratory cruise and finds the cities 
of San Francisco and San Diego lifeless. But even: this, it 
seems to me, is too restrained. Not a single body is shown. 
Why not, if the purpose of the film is to impress us with the 
horror of such a happening? 

Unlike in the novel, no one remembers’ just how or why 
the war started. ‘Somebody pushed. a button,” laconically 
says Fred Astaire, the nuclear scientist. This is nonsensical, 
but I suppose the purpose was to take the story out of the 
realm of cross-accusation. (In the book, it started with an 
Arab-Israeli war, with Egypt dropping atomic bombs on the 
United States in Russian-marked planes, with a Russian-NATO 
war, and a Russian-Chinese war with cobalt-headed rockets 
following. ) 

In any event, the performances are strong and arresting. 
They include those of Peck, Ava Gardner as a loose, pleasure- 
loving Australian woman with a yen for him which he nobly 
repulses, Astaire as the scientist in a switch role for him, 
Anthony Perkins as the Australian naval officer and Donna 
Anderson as his wife. In spite of all my criticisms, I still 
think this is a solid, if gloomy, film well worth seeing, if only 
for its sobering effects.
